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Easing the Burden 
of Bureaucracy

As every farmer, or business-man, 
or housewife knows, duplication of 
effort is one of the most deadly foes 
of efficiency and economy. 

This is true in government, as 
well as on the farm, at the office or 
in the kitchen. 


That probably explains why the 
nation has greeted with approval a 
recent promise from Washington to 
reorganize and curtail the confused 
mass of federal bureaus, boards or 
commissions which now sprawl over 
both the geographic and economic 
maps of America. 

Expansion of the many govern- 
ment-supported agencies which in- 
creasingly interfere with the average 
eitizen’s life and activities is no new 
phenomenon of our government. It 
has been under way for years, re- 
gardless of which political party was 
in control. 

Nor has it been a federal failing 
alone. State and local governments 
have succumbed to the same urge 
for increased authority—a trend 
which does much to explain our 
swollen public debt. Bureaucracy 
and High Cost of Government grow 
in unison. 

This is by no means the first 
promise to the American people that 
Bureaucracy’s costly confusion of 
overlapping political jobs and activ- 
ities—with their enormous leakage 
of public funds—would be fitted into 
a logical and efficient pattern. 
America has received many eariier 
pledges to the same effect, while 
bureaus and commissions continued 
to multiply. 
pledges failed to materialize. This 
time the workers and earners of 
America will hope the promises hold 
good. 

They hope so for two reasons: 
first, because the heavy costs of 
Bureaucracy — however disguised — 
come eventually out of the workers’ 
pockets; and, second, because Bu- 
reaucracy itself—however praised by 
holders of the political jobs it per- 
petuates—still stands as a frowning 
barrier across the Road to Recovery 
which all America is now straining 
to travel. 

The American people didn’t need 
a horde of Bureaucratic jobholders 
to help them conquer a continent. 
And they neither need nor seek the 
costly interference of so great a 
number in solving their problems 
today.

Union Pacific to Give New 
Locomotive Trial, 


| 


Chicago.—A steam turbine elec- 
| tric locomotive capable of hauling 
|a passenger train at 110 miles an 
|hour will be built for the Union Pa- 
j cific railroad by the General Elec- 
jtric company, Officials of the rail- 
|road announced recently. This 
‘revolutionary form of railroad loco- 
!motive equipment is one of the first 
‘developments to come out of the 
newly formed research department 
of the Union Pacific. 

The new locomotive will consist 
of two 2,500 horse power self-con- 
tained units, which can be operated 
andividually or in synchronization. | 
Coupled together the two units wili’| 
be able to haul 1,000 tons at a max- | 
imum speed of 110 miles per hour, | 

With the new Diesel electric loco- | 
motives competing with the old | 
‘iron horse’”’ of the railroads, this 
new locomotive will offer a chal- | 
lenge to the Diesel-electric. The 
steam turbine engine will use fuel 
oil costing about half as much as | 
the distillates used by the Diesel- 
electric, and its weight will be less 
than that of a Diesel-electrie en- 
gine. 

Competition for the Electro-Mo- 
tive corporation, a subsidiary of 
General Motors, is seen by the de- 
cision of the Union Pacifie to build 
the new engine. Whether it will be 
adopted for general use will rest | 
jupon its success in operation after 
it is delivered for service early in 
1937. 

Officials of the Union Pacific 
state that operated in both units 
the turbine electric locomotive will 
be able to haul a standard train 
such as the Los Angeles limited 
and the Challenger across the con- 
tinent on their present schedules, 
while the individual units will be 
able to maintain the present fast 
schedules of the streamline trains, 
{the City of Denver. 
The locomotive is to have fuel 
jand water capacity for continuous 
{operation for a minimum of 590 | 

jmiles without refueling.
